CHICAGO. Sept. 19—Having open­ 
ed his Illinois campaign with a smash­ 
ing attack on the republican party, 
in an address here last night on the 
southside, John W. Davis democratic 
presidential candidate, was prepared 
today to carry on in Indiana. 
He will speak tonight at Gary and 
tomorrow at South Bend and Fort 
Bend. 


Cheered repeatedly by i crowd es­ 
timated to be around 14,000, Mr. Davis 
did not mince words in assailing the 
record of the republican administra­ 


tion in the past three and one half 
years and he told his audience that if 
this were the only issue of the cam­ 
paign, he would be content to fight 
on that line alone, with contrast of 
the record of eight years of democra­ 
tic administration 
under Woodrou 
Wilson. 
Not only did Mr. Davis assail the 
republicans on the basis a t the sen­ 
ate disclosures, but he went out af­ 
ter it on the legislative record at 
Washington, the failure of the world 
court proppsals; the insistence on the 
Mellon tax plan, the veto of the sol­ 
dier bonus, the postal pay increase 
measure and the pension bill. 
As much as Jt cheered the assault 
on the republicans, Mr. Davis’ aud­ 
ience gots its greatest kick out of his 
declaration 
for 
personal 
liberty, 
which he described as the right of 
religions worship, freedom of assem­ 
blage, freedom of conscious and free­ 
dom from unlawful search an seisure.

The customary week-end toll of life has been 
exacted by the grade crossing. The past week­ 
end has not been different from others. As on 
former like occasions, the family car has beén 
the targel for the crash/and this/is one of the 
strange parts of the crossing disasters. A man 
driving his own family certainly will 
exercise 
care, for the sake of protecting his loved ones, 
yet scarcely a week passes that some family, 
sometimes half a dozen families in different parts 
of the country, are not almost wiped out in mo­ 
tor accidents and usually accidents at the grade 
crossings. 
' -

The chief victims of the crossings crashes and 
the motoring accidents generally that mark the 
passing of each week are, however, those who 
apparently cast caution to the winds when they 
go motoring and who drive fast and recklessly 
upon the highways, approach grade crossings 
without a thought of the danger hovering there 
and who seldom look to see if a train is 
ap­ 
proaching and who usually see it coming upon 
them when it is too late to escape disaster. 
From Dayton, Tennessee, comes report of 
three members of a family being killed and three 
severely injured in a grade crossing disaster. That 
was the chief family disaster reported on Mon­ 
day for the week-end, but. there were scores of 
disasters to motorists everywhere over the coun­ 
try, with the usual percentage of crossing fatali- 
ties.

The toll of death will continue to be claimed 
ao long as those who drive cars fail to observe 
the ordinary rule of caution. The railways are 
not blameless in crossing crashes. If trains 
would always give abundant warning of their ap­ 
proach and would slow down before ^oing past 
a crossing the number of accidents might be re­ 
duced. If all crossings were protected with safe- 
fcy-guards and devices that would warn motorists 
in advance of an approaching train the disasters 
would be less frequent. But the chief responsi­ 
bility rests on the driver of the car that is crashed 
into by a train. 
It is practically impossible to have all of the 
thousands of crossings watched by special watch­ 
men at all hours. To have effective safety guards, 
this would be necessary. And it is hardly fair 
to the traveling and shipping public to require all 
trains to slow down at crossings, for schedules 
must be maintained in the interest of service, and 
people who use the railways demand service. It 
is possible, however, for every driver of a motor 
car to be careful and to approach crossings with 
some sense of the danger-lurking there. 
It is 
possible for all drivers to “stop, look and listen,” 
for people motoring seldom are in such a hurry 
that they cannot stop at a crossing.

Farthest North Sea 
Fishing Banks To Be 
Developed by Russia 


ARCHANGEL—Soviet Russia has 
made strenuous efforts this summer 
to develop her sea fisheries as a 
source of food supply and in this con­ 
nection, it was announced recently, 
new fishing grounds hav been discov­ 
ered off Jugurski Schar in Arctic wa­ 
ters adjacent to Russia. The new fish­ 
ing banks Were located quite by acci­ 
dent. 
It was during a cruise of the steam­ 
ship Malygin, of 1,500 torr, wlt*<tus- 
ai%n sea scientists aboard, who were 
doing research work fpr the purpose 
of studying matters pertaining to the 
biological, hydrographical and meteor­ 
ological problems of the Polar regions 
t great schools of fish were en- 
‘ounterefl. Further investigations 
is 
revealed that the fish made 
th*ir 
‘homes” there in great numbers. This 
Is said to be the most northerly fish­ 
ing banks in the world. 
There are indications, not only on 
the Archangel coast, but in Northern 
Norway as well, that the Russian in- 
!V 


terests are going in for deep sea 
fishing on a much larger scale than 
at any time sinee the revolution. For­ 
merly the ‘Russian trade” was a main 
feature of such Norwegian towns 
the same waters, off Jugurski, Schar, 
Vardo ami Hammerfest. As far back 
as the fifteenth century the Pomers 
fished and traded along the Nor­ 
wegian coast. .Gradually in'the eigh­ 
teenth century the fishing passed into 
Norwegian hands, the Russians con­ 
fining their, attention to the purchase 
and shipping of the catches. In the 
five years ending in 1912, more thih 
140,000 tons were thus purchased, 
much pf this going to England. With 
the war and the revolution this trade 
vanished, but now Russia has begun 
to buy fishing craft in Norway with 
which to catch her own fish, thus 
bringing about a great saving for 
the Russian people.
